The School Journal tells of a lady 
just returned from the Hampton, 
Va., Training School, where the 
Indians are so successfully taught, 
who expressed her surprise and de- 
light at the desire and aptness to 
Tearn. Though herself a person of 
no mean attainments, she declares 
that she was ashame to find these 
poor Indians knew some things 
with a clearness surpassing her 
own. Now, remember, it is ut a 
few years since that it was deemed 
impossible to teach the Indians; it 
was believed apparently that the 
Creator bad given them minds that 
could not be educated. But that 
delusion has been dispelled. What 
we want to call attention to is the 
mode of the solution of the ques- 
tion of Indian education. Why 
has there been such failure in the 
past? Because the methods em- 
ployed were bad methods. In 
other words, the Indian is educated 
because we know more about edu- 
cation than we did. Thereis no 
other cause. The Indian was not 
educated heretofore because we did 
not know how. The story of the 
attempt to educate the Indian, if 
well told, would throw light on the 
crudeness of teaching in past years. 
If the Indian has suffered, so has 
the white map. It is not that one 
kind will educate one and not the 
other. It may not be pleasant tu 
say that teaching in our schools has 
been unmethodical, and in most 
schools is so still; but no other in- 
ference can be drawn from a calm 
consideration of the case. When 
the New York State Normal 
School was founded it was thought 
to be a good thing to admit Indian 
youth; but after a triai lastiug sev- 
eral years it was deemed impracti- 
cable, if not impossible, and they 
were dismissed. They were put 
into claeses in mental arithmetic, 
for example, and problems read to 
them, and as they could not solve 
them it was said, ‘‘You cannot edu- 
cate an Indian the same as you can 
a white man.’ It never occurred 
to question whether the white man 
was thus educated. Hundreds of 
instances of failure to eduvate the 
white pupils by the usual methods 
could be pointed out. There was 
failure for both white and the cop- 
per-colored as well. There has 
been a study of methods for many 
years and it has been fruit for the 
Indian. There is much more to be 
discovered.

The Panhandle ’ Train ‘Robbers. 
PITTSBURG, April 12, 
The wholesale arrest of employes of 
the Panhandle railroad for the rob- 
bing of freight trains, continues to be 
the engrossing topic among railroad 
men and citizens. Superintendent 
Taylor’s office was besieged from 
early morning by men in search of 
employment, and many were given 
employment, The road is now fully 


gr 4 geo and there will be no delay 
in the movement of fraight. No ar- 
rests have been reported since last 
night. Speaking of the prooable con- 
viction of the men now in jail, Special 
Agent Rice said this morning, that 
ofthe 60 men now arrested, there were 
not more than one or possibly two, 
who stood any chance of being 
shown not guilty. The capture of 
J. R. Dunlap at Dennison, Ohio, par- 
ticularly pleased the detectives. As 
stated last night, he madea confession 
in which he said the stealing had been 
going on for months. He said 
he could give the names of all 
the men implicated on the Pittsburg 
division, but was afraid todo so. His 
language to the officers being, “I 
would give you the names, but great 
God, they would kill me.” There 
was ‘no organization among the rob- 
bers, Dunlap said, and no regular 
place of work ; each crew worked by 
itself. Notwithstanding Dunlap’s con- 
fession, the officers of the road 
believe that the plunderers were 
thoroughly organized and were 
carrying on the robberies under 
the systematic direction of shrewd 
leaders. When a new man entered 
the service of the road, if he was 
thought to be the right kind of a fel- 
low, be was initiated into the gang 
with a rigid oath binding him to se- 
crecy. A bill was introduced in the 
State Legislature last night which is 
intended to cover such cases as the 
railroad car robberies brought to 
light in this city yesterday. The bill 
is in the shape ofan amendment to 
the penal code. At present there is no 
specific law for breaking open a car, 
unless itis proven that the car was 
forced, with an intent to commit a 
felony. 


A State Court Reversed. 
W ASHINGTON, April 12. 

A decision was rendered by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States yes- 
terday,in the railroad permit case of 
ienry S. Baron against George Barn- 
side, Sheriff of Lynn county, Iowa, in 
error from the Supreme Court of that 
State. The question presented by the 
case is the validity of an act of the 
General Assembly of Iowa, approved 


April 6, 1886, entitled an act requiring 
foreigu corporations to file their arti- 
cles of incorporation with the Secre- 
tary of State, and imposing certain 
conditions upon such corporations 
transacting business in that State. 
The object of the act was to compel for- 
6.gn railway corporations to take out a 
permit for the transacting of business 
within the State,and it was made a con- 
dition to granting of such permit, that 
the railroad company, if sued by a 
citizen of the State, shall not remove 
the case to a federal court. This court, 
inan opinion by Justice Blatehford, 
holds tha: as the lowa statute makes 
the right toa permit, dependent upon 
the surrender of a foreign corporation, 
privileges secured to it by the consti- 
tution and laws of a United States 
statue, isvoid. The judgment of the 


ee reme Court of Iowa is reve

A Shocking ; Mine Accident. 
PorrTsviILLe, 


Pa., April 11. 
A shocking accident occurred in the 
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student. The two young ladies, in 
company withtwo young men named 


Harry Short and Edwin Thomsen, 
one of the operators of the colliery, en- 
tered the mine for the purpose of giv- 
ing Miss Shaul an opportunity to in- 
effect the operations of mining coal. 

The mine had not been worked for a 
week, and none but the explorers were 
inside at the time. In an adjacent 
working, however, were Albert 
Thompsen,anotber one of the firm,and 
several others who were making ex- 
aminations ofthe works. They were 
startled by a heavy explosion, and 
knowing that the party had entered 
the other slope they hastened there to 
investigate. About 150 yards from the 
foot of the slope they came upon 
Messrs. Short and Thompsen and the 
two ladies lying upon the ground,some 
ofthem unconscious, and all fright- 
fully burned and mangled. They 
were taken out as speedily as possible 
and medical attendanve obtained. 

Miss Kerter’s face was burned be- 
yond recognition, her skull and thigh 
fractured and her ankle crushed. She 
died this evening. Miss Shaul had a 
led badly fractured and was terribly 
bruised and burned, but may survive. 
Short’s head is a mass of cuts and con- 
tusions, and he is badly burned. He 
remains unconscious,and his recovery 
is doubiful. Thomsen is painfully, 
but not fatally burned. 

The precise cause of the explosion Is 
unknown, but the supposition is that 
the party carried a naked lamp and 
evucountered a body of fire-damp, 
which, igniting from the lamp, ex 
ploded with tremendous force. 


More Hotels Burned. 
Boston, April 12. 
A dispatch from St. Augustine, 
Florida, dated to-day, says the St. 
Augustine hotel took fire at 2:30 this 


morning and was destroyed. The ol 
slaye market is also gone, and an 
ancient cathedral is in flames. ‘The 
Edwards hotel and a half dozen small 
buildings are also on fire, and it seems 
inevitable that the Florida House and 
Opera house must go. The danger of 
the destruction of the whole town is 
imminent. All of the guests at the Sr. 
Augustine got out in safety, as did 
also all the help of that house, and the 
guests and servants of the Edwards 
House. 

At 5:30 A. M. the fire had been stop- 
ped at @reasury street, and the main 
portion of the town is safe. The « ounty 
court house and Vedders museum 
were destroyed. The loss on the St, 
Augustine hote. is $100,000; no insur- 
ance, 


Juhn T. Raymond's Remains. 
New York, April 12. 

The remains of the late John T. Ray- 
mond arrived here to-day. Manager 
Walter A. Lamb and five members of 
his company arrived with the body. 
A deputation of actors met the funeral 
party at the depot. The temporary 
coffin containing the body was taken 
to the residence of Mrs. Raymond in 
East 32d street. The face wore a nat- 
ural expression. Services will be beld 
at the Little churcb around the corner, 
at 10:30 A. M. to-morrow, Itis feared 
by some of the freinds of Raymond 
that he may have died from «én over- 
dose of morphine, as it is asserted by 
one who was at Raymond’s bedside 
when he died, that after the adminis- 
tration of morphine, he never re- 
covered consciousness. 


Destructive Prairie Fire. 
KANSAS Ciry, April 12. 

A disastrous prairie fire is raging in 
Phillips and Norton counties, Kansus, 
It started Saturday morning near Ed- 
mon, where four houses were burned, 
and crossing the Central Branch rail- 
road, bas extended northwesterly to 
Norcator, baving destroyed quite a 
number of houses, with all other per- 
ishable property in its track. It is re- 
ported that from nine to twelve per- 
sons have perished, but thw facte can- 
not be definitely learned, owing to the 
injury to the telegraph wires. 


Still improving. 
Fort Gisson, April 12. 

Blaine, after eating a good supper of 
bread and milk last evening, passed a
